This Communication is submitted in response to the March 27, 2006 Office Action 
issued in connection with the above-identified patent application. In the Office Action, the claims 
stand rejected as allegedly rendered obvious from the combination of (1) Klemm and Singh, 
Enhancing Java Server Availability With JAS which was published on March 16, 2001, and (2) 
U.S. Patent No. 6,757,897 (Shi et al.). It has now been determined that Mr. Navjot Singh, the 
co-author with Mr. Klemm on the primary reference (Enhancing Java Server Availability With 
JAS) was inadvertently omitted as a co-inventor on the subject application. Accordingly, 
applicant has submitted herewith a Request to Correct Inventorship Under 37 C.F.R. §1. 48(a). In 
view of the Request to Correct Inventorship, the "Enhancing Java Server Availability With JAS" 



reference is no longer prior art under 35 U.S.C. §102(a) and, consequently, under 35 U.S.C. 
§103. Accordingly, it is believed that all pending claims are now in condition for immediate 
allowance.
